their affairs. Then the Lords of the Phil:ſtines went up egainſt 
Tfrael, v. 7, and drew near to battel againſtthem, v. 9. and they 
were afraid of the Philiſtines, v. 7. and intreated Samuel to cry un- 
to the Lord for them, that he would ſave them out of the hand 
of the Philsſtines, v. 8, ; - 

The Philiſtines were their neighbour Inhabitants, whom the 1/: 
raclites ought to have expelled z but did not, nor could not ; fo that 
they continued amongft them as thorns in their ſides 3 many times 
in ſubje&ion, always in oppoſition to Iſrael; and ſometimes hay. 
ing the upper hand, as after the death of old E/sz when they 
took the Ark of God, kept it ſeven months, ſent it from City to 
City, but grew weary of it, and at laſt return it home; and it was 
ſetled at Kirjath-jearim, where it continued twenty years 3 during 

- which time the 1/raclites lamented their Condition under the Phzl:- 
ſtines power, but took care to ſet up the Ark in the houſe of Ams- 
- nidab, whole Son Eleazer was conſecrated to attend upon it, 

Then Samuel, whom God had raiſed up in El?s place to rule and 
govern, called them to Repentance ; and they obeyed chat call, 
and reformed themſclves, put away Baa'im and eAſfbreroth, their 
He-Gods and She-Gods, and there foiemnly humbled themſelves by 
ſaſting and prayer, aad ſacrificing a Lamb . that ſignitied their 
faith in Chriſt,and obedience to God; v.9. Then the Phzl:ſtenes drew 
near to battel againſt them, at which they being urarmed, were a- 
fraid 3 and knowing their own euilt, deſired Samuel to pray for 
them, which he cid, and God delivered them ina miraculous ek

Nuns wandering in pilgrimage under ſhew of Devotion, lived in 
pleaſure and wanton Fornication through all the Cities of France 
and Lum\ardy, Speeds Hift. p 360, 

How holy and chaſt the Roman Court was, we have the Teſti- 
mony of Cardinal Hugo. who told them of Lyons in his farewel- 
Sermon, when the Pope had for ſome time fojourned amongſt them, 
That of the many benefits that the Popes abode had brovght them, 
this was a principal, that, when at his coming thither there were 
three or four houſes of Common-Womea in Lzoxs, now at their de- 
pazrture they I:it but one,but that indeed reached irom the Eaſt-gate 
to the Welt — fatta eft urbs tota lupans. 

And of what temper oi manners they were generally of, even 
their devoted and religious pcrions, in the days of King Richard the 
firſt of Ezg/an1, we may find by that anſwer which he made to 
one Fulco a Freich Prieſt, wio had toid him that he had tkree 
very bad Davakters, whici ne w:(hed him to beſtow in marriage, 
or cle Gods wrath would atrend him..

therein they took their greateſt felicities. How profitable Gueſts 
ſh IM they, are, and have been ro thoſe perſons and ſtates that entertein 
y 0d ſubmit to them, I ſuppofe their proſzlyted Bygots of the 
of MWLaity, find to their great coſt. And we are informed by Authen. 
ve Mick Hiſtory, that the Popes Authority hath been very charge- 
able and burdenſom to the Ringdom of England; not only by 
terrifying or alluring dying perfons to giv: their Eſtates from 
their own Children and lawful Heirs, under a pretence of Devo- 
tion to the Church, and Charity to Souls, to free them from: Pur- 
gatory ( aplace of the Peprs owa maing ) but by the owned and 
publick exations many ways emptying and impoveriſhing the 
Realm ; which King Henry the third was very ſenſible of, who 
when the Pope in perſon ( and that was a leis miſchief than the 
entertaining of his power) deſired to come into England, he de- 
nied him, it being then ſaid (and it is, and would prove as true 
till ) That the Pope is as a Mouſe in a Sachcl, or a Snake in ones 
bolome, that did ill repay the Hoſts for their entertainment.

And their Exa&ions were fo great in the days of that King, 
that a Cardinal truly told the Pope, That England was to the Pope 
35 Baalams Als, which had been to often wronged, ſpur-galled and 
cudgeRted, it was no marvel that now at laſt ſhe opened her mouth 
tocomplain; and for themſelves and the Roman- Court, they were 
like /ſhmael, every mans hand againſt them, and theirs againſt every 
one. | 
How gentle and courteous, kind and innocent they have been , 
where they have had power, all Hiſtories record, The deſtruRion 
of the innocent Waldenſes, the treacherous Maſſacre at Paris, the 
villanous and barbarous Murders of the Proteffants in Ireland, 
n MW Pedront, and wherever they got power. And though they may 
ſem as mild, innocent and harmleſs, as Gregory the firſt ; when

Put .we but Jecſuited 
Papiſts in the room of Phe[iftines, and true Engliſh Proteſtants in- 
ſtead of 1ſraclites, and our excellent and learned Prince, King James 
of happy Memory,inſtead of Samuel, Weſtminſter inſtead of Mixpeh, 
and themoſt folemn Afﬀembly of Parlament brought thither by the 
Kings fummons; 'to.etabliſh'and confirm true Religion, and whence 
to'come”immediately- from the aQual* performance of Religious 
Worſhip in the ancient ftruQure of St, Peters; And you have the 
true Caſe of the occaſion of this times ſolemnity; and therefore 
I fhall not, and I need not add any more, only in general obſerve, 

* That quarrels that are grounded on matters of Religion, are not 
durable 3 moſt implacable , moſt miſchievous — Philiſtines a- 
gainſt Iſraelites, ' Papiſts againſt Proteſtants. 

For thoufh it he true, that many Atheiſtical Marchiavils that 
are of themſelves: of no Religion, do make uſe of the name of it, 
as a politick engine to work their own purpoſes , 'and are other- 
wiſe indifferent'to all. And many crafty-pated', or ſuch who have 
{ſmall dealings, do profeſs this or that perſwafion upon a Defign of 
Saining a Trade to advance their worldly Intereſt, turn Diſſenters 
of every ſort, 'to'gain a Trade amongſt thoſe they turn to; and are 
indeedcrafty ſhavers that are of no Religion out' of Conſcience, 
yet pretend to ſome out of their Covetouſneſs. 

Yet we know our Fathers have told usin their recorded Hiſtories, 
and we our ſelves have ſeen, 'and known many zealous Bygots in 
all perfwafions, who have good intentions, but weak Judgments z 
that are indeed conſcientious, though erroneouſly fo ; and will not 
by flattery or force be perſwaded or prevailed with, to forſake that 
perſwaſion or opinion they have eſpouſed z yea, though their lea- 
ders who did ſeduce them into thoſe ſeditious , ſchiſmatical and 
phantaſtical Principles and PraRices, turn from them themſelves, 
and many times earneſtly oppoſe them. 

Thus it was with Brown, the Father and Cognominator of our 
firſt Separatiſts, who had ſeduced many to a Separation from our 
Church, as Antichriſtian in ker DoQrine, Worfhip, and Diſcipline, 
yet himſelf returned and became Miniſter of a Church, a place fo 
named ; but his followers ( the fource, ſpring, fountain. and root of 
thoſe many Hydra headed Diviſions in Religion, which heve a- 
bounded amongſt us ever ſince ) till continued obttinate.

The -Grecians expreſs by Prometheus and Epimetheus; the 
Latins by anteverta and poſtverts; the Schoolmex by preveniends, 
ſubvensendo, The firſt is beſt. 

A good buckler to keep off the blow, is better than a good

And ſuch was our deliverance, a prevention, concerning which 
we may ſay, That the Deſtruion intended was the Devils do- 
ing, and it is monſtrous in our eyes ; the deliverance was Gods 
doing, and let it ſtill be marvellous in our eyes, that we may be 
thankful at preſent; and in the eyes of our Pofterityz the memo-
